feiaguchi (US 5.974,217) discloses a video on demand system for delivering program data to various clients on a networic as seen in 
Figure 1 . The storage system of each cUent is determmed by a buffer as described m Column 9 lines 50-€6. which aUows for 
storage size that is large enough to be able to store the ou^t of the system; however fails to disclose a storage Systran with a 
predetermined storage limit which is monitored and checked for storage capacity being reached. Therefore, it is scea widiout a 
predetermmed storage limit it further lades aUocation of varying storage Umits dependmg on the clients. 

VaHone (US 6,642,939) discloses a multimedia schedulmg presentation system for recordmg and scheduling various multimedia 
programs. As seoi m Figure 1 die system has storage capabilities hi a form of a hard drive and also presaits other recordmg features 
(pause, rewmd, eto) as seen m Hgure 26 and 27. The storage medium aUows for storage of programs from one user/client and 
aUows recoidhig until tiie storage Ihnit is met as described m Column 20 lines 23-32. The system fails to disclose an allocation step 
of deteanining identical or different storage limits of nsers/clieols.
